Propositions pondered at polls 


Initiatives to allow terminally ill patients the right to physician- 
assisted death, and a budget and welfare reform measure were 
among those rejected by California voters. 

Prop. 161, the so-called physician-assisted death initiative, 
was one of the most controversial initiatives on the ballot and was 
defeated 54 to 47 percent. 

Prop. 165, a welfare and budget reform measure sponsored by 
Gov. Wilson, went down to defeat by 52 to 48 percent. 

Voters also rescinded the infamous “snack tax” imposed by the 
state legislature in 1992, rejected bond measures for mass 
transit and public education, and overwheimingly approved term 
limits for congressmen and senators. 

Voters also rejected a measure which would require most small 
businesses to provide health care for their employees. 

Prop. 167, an initiative to raise taxes on big business failed 
overwhe'mingly by a vote of 67 to 33 percent.

PHILLIPS HALL - ‘To be or not to be,’ 
that is the question concerning the future of 
the Professional Actors Conservatory at RSC. 

Although the college was committed to a 
three year plan of support for the program, 
budget cuts are forcing an early curtain call 
after only a year. This means the PAC will 


no longer be able to provide an opportunity 
for student actors and actresses to work 
along side professionals in productions at 
Phillips Hall on the Santa Ana Campus. 

A victim of the college’s $7 million fund- 
ing shortfall this year, the PAC’s annual 
budget of over $150,000 was one of the first 
places the fiscal ax fell. 

The college’s reimbursement from the 
state depends on the number of students 
enrolled, and the PAC program was not 
generating enough attendance to offset its 
operating costs. This was due in part to the 
demands of being a part of the PAC. 

“It’s very hard for students to commit to 


40 hours a week, including weekends,” said 
Thom Hill, RSC’s dean of fine and perform- 
ing arts. 

Philosophical differences also played a 
part in the decision to cut the program, with 
basic education courses taking precedence 
over electives in the arts. 

“We just weren't meeting the need of 
what they had intended as far as the school 
was concerned, because there were very few 
people who were matriculating out of the 
theater department,” said Phillip Beck, 
conservatory director. 

Created seven years ago as Souther Cali-

City residents and RSC students 
will be able to use reference mate- 
rials, borrow books or hold meet- 
ings at the shared library, if and 
when it opens on the Orange cam- 
pus.

RSC plans to pay 75 percent of 
the library costs using state funds 
and Orange will contribute the 
remaining 25 percent. The two 
parties have a written agreement 
for the design phase, which in- 
cludes fees for architectural draw- 
ings, and also intend to share the 
cost of construction and operation 
of the building. 

Orange’s Assistant City Man- 
ager, Jim Evans, said the project 1S

Justices Reject Student Fee Case 

WASHINGTON (CPS)-The U.S. Supreme Court refused Oct. 
5 to bar universities form using student fees to finance groups 
that some students oppose. 

The court, without comment, rejected an appeal by a group of 
State University of New York students. 

The students maintain that use of such fees violates their free- 
speech rights and object to part of their free-speech rights and 
object to part of their mandatory student activity fee being used 
to support the New York Public Interest Research Group (NYPIRG), 
a non-profit research and environmental advocacy group. 

“There were eleven plaintiffs,” said Ken Goldfarb, spokesman 
for the university. “We are pleased with the Supreme Court 
ruling. You have to understand that NYPIRG reflects a wide 
range of views and serves an important function. The courts 
have recognized that funding them is a proper use of these fees.” 

The students, said Goldfarb, filed an appeal in which they 
stated they were “opposed to NYPIRG’s causes and methods, 
and were dismayed to find themselves financing them.” 


Suspect Arrested In UF Rapes 

GAINESVILLE, Fla. (CPS)-A man suspected of sexually as- 
saulting two female University of Florida students in their dormi- 
tory room has been arrested and was being held on a $500,000 
bond. 

Elbert Jones, Jr., 34, was picked up shortly after warrants were 
issued against him for sexual battery with a deadly weapon and 
armed burglary. 

Jones is accused of attacking the women around 1:30 a.m. 
Oct. 7 after the women stepped outside the dorm for a cigarette 
break. The attacker slipped through a security door after them 
and chased them to their room. The women told police the man 
threatened them with a toy gun. 


‘Naked Guy’s’ Approach Lands Him in Jall 

BERKELEY, Calif. (CPS)-A University of California student 
who believes that nude is the only natural way to stroll around 
campus has been arrested twice for indecent exposure, police 
said. 

Luis Andrew Martinez, 19 dubbed the “Naked Guy” for his 
penchant for minimal to non-existent attire, was arrested late 
Oct. 3 “as he jogged naked down the street in a residential 
dormitory area,” said Lt. Bill Foley of the university's security 
force. 

Martinez, a sophomore who attends school full time at the 
Berkeley campus, also was arrested about noon Oct. 5 near the 
main entrance to the campus. 

In both cases, he was charged with indecent exposure and 
required to appear in court Nov. 19-20 to answer the charges. 

Martinez organized a campus “nude-in” Sept. 29 at a campus 
plaza known as a site of political protests, sending out fliers that 
dared participants to “Go Bare.” As hundreds of observers 
gathered around, Martinez and two dozen supporters stripped 
off their clothes while a Doors tape played in the background. 

“Break on through to the other side,” Martinez sang and told 
observers that he was fighting societal pressures to conform by 
shedding his clothes. The nude participants held hands, hugged 
and decorated body parts with paint as students watched with 
reactions ranging from outrage to laughter. 

Foley estimated that only about 30 percent of the nude demon- 
strators were students. Camous police watched the nude-in but

district and the city council can 
work together to save the taxpayer 
money. If this is successful, we’ ll 
be seeing more projects like this in 
order to meet the public’s expecta- 
tions in the face of diminishing 
resources.” 

Evans said it is hard to quantify 
the cost savings of the joint project 
at this point. “I think that the de- 
gree of savings will be a function 
of how this facility is designed and 
what’s included. I don’t think we 
can measure that until the plans are 
approved,” he said. “As in any 
project, the mind can afford more 
than the pocketbook.” 

The Orange city council has 
budgeted $100,000 for the concep- 
tual design phase, and will ulti- 
mately decide whether or not the 


city will continue to fund the li- 
brary project. 

“I think one of the most impor- 
tant benefits is bringing the com- 
munity and college resources to- 
gether in one place,” said Carolyn 
Breeden, dean of learning resources. 
“By not duplicating purchases, funds 
would be available to buy a wider 
range of books,” Breeden, who is 
co-chair of the Joint Use Library 
Committee, said. 

Former Orange Public Library 
director Karen Leo disagreed. 
“Basically, I’m not in favor of the 
(library) project and never have 
been.” 

Leo left her position in Orange in 
July to become director of Corona 
Public Libraries. She questioned 
the ability of college librarians to 
run a children’s section and the 


Orange campus “is not the best 
location for the public library.” 

Leo said that college officials 
had disregarded suggestions by city 
library workers, a concern shared 
by some Board of Trustees and 
joint use committee members. ‘I 
was disappointed that the recom- 
mendations of the (city) library 
staff and the (Orange) library board 
were ignored,” Leo said. 

In her opinion, officials went 
ahead with the project “because it 
sounds so good politically. It sounds 
like it’s going to save money.” 

“I don’t know how there can be 
a cost savings,” Leo said, because 
an average college librarian’s sal- 
ary is ngarly double that of a city 
librarian. 

Evans said that the issue of staff- 
ing the library with college work- 


ers “is one that we will want to 
revisit during the next five years it 
takes to build the facility. I would 
like to see city staff involved in the 
process, but right now the college 
board has taken a stance that they 
want to run the library,” he said. 

In the midst of a debate over 
architect selection, library organ- 
izers have found one thing they 
agree on: delaying public discus- 
sion of the project until after the 
Nov. 3 election. 

In mid-October, the board of 
trustees agreed to pui off the final 
decision whether or not to hire the 
architectural firm LPA/Martinez 
until Nov. 10. 

RSC has spent about $400 on 
initial meetings with potential archi- 
tects, according to Bob Partridge, 
dean of planning and development.

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For Tomazic wrestling is easier 
to pin down the second time

RSC wrestler Brian Tomazic is proof that 
an average person can do the most extraordi- 
nary things. With a 16-4 record for the Dons 
this year, he was recently invited to compete 
in the state’s North-South All-Star Match, a 
great honor, even though he lost 10-2. 

Growing up in a middle class family, Brian 
was first introduced to wrestling in the second 
grade when a family friend got him inter- 
ested in a wrestling program called Califor- 
nia Age Group Wrestling Association. The 
CAGWA program is to wrestling what Little 
League is to baseball. Since then, Brian has 
enjoyed the sport and has competed success- 
fully for fourteen years. 

Still, Brian refuses to accept all the credit. 
His family’s support and encouragement has 
pushed him to be the best he can be. He said 
with great respect and admiration that he 
loved them very much. 

“T have a very loving family. My brother 
and sister are good people and my parents 
are both good people.” 

Todd Tomazic, 25-years-old, has not just 
been an older brother to the wrestling star, he 
has been a best friend. “He’s just a great 
guy.” Brian said. 

The two of them began wrestling at about 
the same time and both have become top 
athletes in the sport. They may have had 
their typical sibling rivalry over the years, 
but despite that, Brian said that Todd has 
always been right by his side through thick 
and thin. 

While playing football for the Junior All- 
American League in seventh grade, Brian 
had the bone right above his knee crushed 
while being tackled and had to have exten- 
sive surgery. In his freshman year of high 
school at El Dorado, he twisted his knee 
while wrestling and again, had to have surgery. 


He has had a total of three knee surgeries 
and countless hours of therapy. Through- 
out these events Todd, along with the rest of 
Brian’s family, helped him through the pain 
of recovery and encouraged him to continue 
with his wrestling. 

Another influential person for Brian is his 
high school and college wrestling coach, 
Frank Gonzales. As a wrestler, Brian attrib- 
utes most of his success to Gonzales. Coach 
Gary deBeaubien, head wrestling coach at 
RSC said, “Brian is an outstanding student 
and he has a lot of leadership qualities that 
he uses in the wrestling room.” 

During high school, Tomazic played foot- 


ball all four years as defensive end. He — le 


graduated in 1989 and later came to RSC to 
major in Business. Brian plans to transfer to 
Cal State Fullerton but is still uncertain 
what his emphasis in business will be. 

Perhaps the lowest point in Brian’s life 
was when he had worked his way up to the 
state finals in his senior year and was elimi- 
nated in the firstround. After graduation, he 
went to Cal State Bakersfield on a partial 
scholarship but was so burned out on wres- 
tling that he quit mid-season. The next year 
he went to Cal State Fullerton and decided 
he was through with wrestling. 

But when Frank Gonzales became an 
assistant coach at RSC, he talked Brian into 
giving the sport another try. He soon left 
CSUF and came here. In less than two 
years, Brian has become the top wrestler on 
the team. 

Tomazic was born in Cleveland, Ohio, 
December 27, 1970, His family moved to 
Colorado where he developed a love for 
skiing. In 1979, his family moved to Cali- 
fornia where he has stayed ever since. 

Brian said that wrestling has given him a 
better outlook on life by challenging him to 
do the best he can and to overcome obstacles 
through perserverence.
